Objectives: The three main objectives of the AIC are to prepare the 
student to: 

(1) manage or direct intelligence staffs, offices, and activities 
at the national, unified, and departmental levels; 

(2) develop and coordinate intelligence plans, policies, and 
programs with departmental and independent agencies of the U. S. 
Government ; and 

(3) participate in inter-agency and joint/allied intelligence 
committees and working groups.

(g) Intelligence Research Project
